the value o( a garden (o the village resi- 
dent, who may be a mechanic, day laborer, 
or even shop-keeper. There are lots of ar- 
guments and advantages enys the New 
England Farmer, that may be brougbt up 
m favor of a garden, to the class of c.ti- 
zens mentioned, but about as good an ar- 
gument as any, is the use of' the products 
of the land at tbis season of the yeai, wlica 
the fresh ccops come in daily to Ihe support 
of ft family. Of course it mayjbe mont oned 
that a garden is a good sanitary measure 
for working-men, \\lio, for ten hours a day 
are confined in shops and factories, con- 
ducing to their health and physical enjoy- 
ment ; that It gives a source of beauty to 
the home and its surroundings, and so 
helps to make the family love the home all 
the more; that ft garden in town is one of 
tbc Surest 'means of making the children 
love the country and long for the farm and 
Uelds when they come to grow up. But 
bigbcr than all these, Is that one solid ar- 
gument that a good vegatable garden is a 
source of actual profit, a means of saving 
money to 'the family. Look at it. Begin- 
oiDg.wiih the earliest crops in spring, (de- 
pendent of course, upon the period iu 
which the seed may be got into the 
ground,) how much they contribute lo the 
subsistence of the family at a period when 
fresh vegetables form a more healthful diet 
than any oth^r food that can be eaten. 


oglUrccu pests, spinach, asparazus, beets, 
en. beans, cucumhersi potatoes, corn, cab- 


bages, squash,—what a tempting and ap- 
petizing list! Then if the garden is of suf- 
ficient size, some of the small fruits may 
come in here, and strawberries, currants, 
blackberries, pears, and a few apples may 
add their variety to tbc dally bill of fare. 
The care of this garden is slight, and a few 
hours' work night an<l morning in thcloug 
days of spring and summer, will be abun- 
dant time to keep it inlncat condition, every 
weed down, snd all the crops doing their 
best. 


Then from the time the early crops come 


off till the cool weather of autumn, the 
garden will supply the wants of tbe family. 
But little meat or fi-ih is needed, ('f you 
have a co~w, or -can have plenty of good 
milk,) and when the grocery man calls in 
the morning for order;,, the answer will be, 
"nothing, is wanted t!o-day from the store."
